MANY FAMILIES ARE MADE HOMELESS 


The worst fire in the history of the Houtzdale coal region 


was visited upon the hustling little town of Madera, located 
some five miles above Houtzdale at an early hour this morning. 
The heart of the business section was swept entirely clean by 
the devastating flames, no less than fifteen buildings being to- 
tally obliterated, entailing a property loss of $250,000. 
/ 


The town was without fire protection of any kind and the 


fire made a clean sweep on both sides of Main street for^n 
distance of two or three hundred feet. 


The fire was discovered about 1 o'clock this morning in 


the Liberty Trading Company's general store building imft- 
mediately adjourning the Hileman House. 
The Liberty 


peqple_had both a, hardware a/id clothing store in theijrbtrild- 
ing, but it was impossible'to say in which room the'fire started. 


The exact cause of the conflagration is unknown, although 


there is a strong suspicion that it was the work of incendiaries^ 
An engine on the Pennsylvania railroad passed thr6ugh the 
town just before the fire was discovered and the engine crew 
say they saw two men running away from the rear,of the Lib- 
erty store building and a few minutes later the flames burst

Only seven counties in the 
state show an increase in the num- 
ber of farms over the 1910 census 
and these are said by agricultur- 
ists here to be due to the great re- 
duction in the size of many Pennsyl- 
vania farms, as more intensive meth- 
ods are .introduced. 


'Crop production records in Penn- 


sylvania for the past ten years show 
an increase of

per cent rather than a decrease as 
n>ight'-be expected, through the -loss 
of thousands of farms," said Dean 
Watts. "Production1 has been main- 
tained with a greatly shrunken rural 
population only through the applica-
